The announcement of tae ces- 
Blon of the coast harbor, which 
hase been used for years by ships of 
the United States navy for the purpose 
of tareet was qualifiediy sub- 
stantiated by the state department to- 
night ,.when the secretary of foreten rée- 
lations said taht the northern repunhtic 
would he allowed to maintain two coal 
ing ships at Maedalena bay for a pe- 
riod of three years, provided a lke 
concession was made to the eovernment 
of Mexico by the United States. 

At the state departmetn it Was a4- 
mitte dthat the quesion of a coaling 
Station for the United Saes navy Was 
ope of he important uestions discussed 
by Secretary Root and President Diaz. 
The latter recommended that the coal- 
ing shin privileges extended to the 
United States for'a period of five years.

case, and the other the little reservoir that 
acts 48 a pencil for the tracing. Against 
a tall canvas screen in the dark stands the 
person who wants his internal organs to be 
seen at work. The arms of the machine are 
lowered until the Sreenish-yellow screen ap- 
pears in front. There is heard the faint 
crackle of electricity, a circle of light ap- 
pears, and the motions of the heart, reflected 
on the scregn, may be followed. Attached to 
the front of the machine is a bulb. This ie 
in association with the ‘'pencil’’ behind, and 
as it is pressed a drawing of the heart {s 
traced in little blue dots upon another white 
screen at the back. 

“The novelty of this machine,’’ said the 
chief medical officer of the department, ‘‘ig 
the perfection to which it has been brought. 
it may be worked by a finger. Here, you 
see, is the cruder apparatus, made some 
years ago. It hag not the fittings that make 
the orthodiagraph so remarkably useful. 

“But you can see the action of the human 
heart without ali this, fhough it may not be 
generally, known. An X-ray tube and a 
screen are al] that are really necessary.”’

The Ancient Game of Cup and Ball.

Whether this form of amusement, like all | 


the games which ere played nowadays, was

The most 
amusing of these consists in rolling colored 
giass marbles over a painted tin surface un- 
til one has succeeded in supplying a jovial- 
looking gentleman with a row of immaculate 
teeth, pink eyes, etc. 

The Home ef the Mechanical Toy. 


Paris ts the home of the mechanical toy as 
opposed to the working model toy such as 
locomotives, steamboats and other types of 
engines. 

There the toys on wheels worked by clock- 
work, such as trains, motors, omnibuses, 
étc., are beautifully upholstered on the same 
lines ag their real prototypes. But it is per- 
haps in the s£ooidgical department’ that the 
mechanical toy finds its most congenial appli- 
cation. A glance along the well-filled shelves 
of an up-to-date toyshop will disclose *o the 
covetous eye of the Httle one an assortment

Gold Certificates Reissued, 


‘Then, another thing we advocated, that 
the cold certificate be reduced from $20 
down to $5 and $10, and be circulatec 
among the people. That was to Keep 
the gold out into the channels-of trade, 
so that it could not be congested at one 
place, and a raid made on it. That met 
with favor in the treasury department, 


and that became a law. 


We further recommended that the re- 
tirement of the national bank notes 
based on $3,000,000 a month, was. en- 
tirely inadequate to’ the needs of trade 
and commerce, and that that should be 
entirely eliminated, but the Senate said 
that was too far in one direction at 
that time, but we will increase it to 
$9,090,000 a mont...

: year to have about $250,000,000 to 
move the crops of this country, We 
also realized, if that was all that it 
would take to secure the currency 
tnere must be some reason, and our 
deduction was that whenever the price 
of s0vernment bonds went over [05 
there was no profit, because the profit 
on what was invested would be eaten 
up by paying the tax, and carrying the 
reserve. We therefore could not open 
the matter alone that line. 

But to get down to exactly what wea 
did do, we decided that the best that 
could be done under the circumstances 
was to start towards a scientific cur- 
rency. We put in our plans any na- 
tional bank being In existence twelve 
months, having a surplus of 20 per cent 
of its capital, might issue 25 per cent 
of credit money notes, which was 40 
per cent of the government bonds, so 
that in caring for the trade and com- 
meree of the country we had at the 
Same time to care for the government 
to secure the notes. ‘Phe. credit»> 
currency bills to be furnished by the} 
comptroller of the currency; which 
would prevent any overissue. 

So much for the general statement. T 
have endeavored to show you what the 
commission had to contend with, and 
now, as to the faulty operation: 

Total Volume of Money. 

In the United States we have in gold 
and gold certificates, $1,500,000,000. 

We have jin silver and silver certifi- 
cates something like $670,000,000. 

We have in open fiat money, war 
debts, $346,000,000. We had at that 
time $560,000,000 national bank notes. 

The total amount of the currén¢ywie 
practically $3,000,000,000. 

The amount deposited in the national] 
banks of the United States at that time 
was something like $8,000,000,000, and 
On the basis of the reserve required 
for country banks it required $1,200.- 
000,000 to be held as a reserve, in 
other words the: national banks of the 
United States in order to comply with 
the law, and justly so, they ought to 
comply with it and it is not unreason- 
able, they had to withhold out of the 
channels of trade $1!,200,000,000 of that 
$1,500,000,000 gold or its equivalent. 
Banks Lose by Issuing Mank sAvotes. 


Now there is no elasticity in our bond 
secured currency, neither can there be. 
If you will allow me to illustrate that 
for one moment I shall endeavor to 
explain it. A great many people think 
that elasticity means expansion, But 
the contrary ig true. I will make the 
comparison by calling your attention to 
the fact that to issue $100,000 of na- 
tional bank notes you have to part with 
at the present time $110,500 of credit, 
in New York that you can check 
against or loan out or use in any way 
ou please to float $100,000 of currency 
Therefore, there is no €lasticity in that, 
neither can there be. I shall endeavor 
to illustrate that'ioy this. Take a 
stick of putty and roll it in your fingers 
and yull it out about as far as it will 
go and lay it on the table and it is ir- 
responsive, it neither expandg nor con- 
tracts. That is exactly the: condition 
that surrounds our national bank notes 
today. You have to put out $110,000 to 
float $100,000 and you get no benefit 
there, 

On the other hand take a rubber band. 
Pull it owt, extend it as far as it will 
zo and lay it down on the table and ii 
contracts to its normal position. There- 
fore, elasticity is contraction. But you 
sav you want the national banks to put 
out money and how is that going to be 
eontraction? It looks like expansion. I 
shall endeavor to explain that.

Now, why do I say New York? ‘New 
York is the only place in* the United 
States that on a demand loan you can 
receive the money when they make de- 
mands.

Use of Credit Currency. 


Suppose I live at Henderson, Ky., ana 
I telephone to a national bank or state 
bank at Louisville, “Can you give me 
And 
one, or both of them says, ‘‘Yes.”” And 

say, “All right, I will send it up to 
you tonight and |] want you to send me 
q@itrrency.’”” I would not sell it at a 

liscount unless I wanted currency. 1 
send it up and they send Me currency. 
Now, if they send me a gold, or a silver 
certificate or a greenback, they are 
oreaking down their legal reserve. If 
they have issued all their national bank 
notes and they are out in the country 
‘he cannot get those to send and they 
have to encroach upon their legal re- 
serve. But if thig currency that we 
propose were in existence, they cou!d 
send $25,000 of their own bills and 1 
eould send that out in the country to 
nay for the hay, the corn, cotton and 
horses. I talk about cotton because that 
is king where I live. 

The first day I get the money, I pay 
it out. It supplies the farmer and set- 
legs his vill at the estore, and other 
debts, and those people to whom i is 
paid go to the country banks and de- 
nosit it, and as long as New York ex- 
‘hange is at a discount, that money 
flows out into the country and Comes 
back again and performs the same 
service over and over again. But when 
the crops have been moved and the 
eurrency has me. the needs of trade 
and commerce in that direction, then 
New York exchange goes to a premium. 
Let us see what the result then ts. The 
result is that under this plan there 13 
a three per cent tax, we suggested two 
and a half, but it makes no difference 
whether there ts no tax on it, that 16 
not necessary for it to be redeemed, but 
let us assume that they have placed & 
tax of three per cent on this currency.

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So it is proven conclusively jn forty- 
three vears’ experience, that the returns 
to depositors from the failed national] 
banks in the interior show better than 
they do in the central reserve cities. 
Now, What is the cause? The central 
reserve cities loan aimost entirely on 
collaterals, and a break in the stock mar- 
ket affects one of those banks much 
more so than a break in one in the-in- 
terior of the state. The results are, us 
1 have said, much better in the country 
banks, the banks of the interior of the. 
State, being 87 per cent ,or 3 per cent 
more than the banks in the central re- 
serve cities. Therefdre, I say it is just 
as safe to allow a small country bank, 
banks outside of the reserve cities— 
Lebanon, or Henderson, or Paducah~ 
it is just as safe to allow national banks 
in those cities to issue curreney as tne 
banks in the central reserve cities.

Simple Question of Bookkeeping. 


Has your reserve changed? No. 
Why? Because when you place $5,000 
on your ledger to his credit, if you are 
a national bank and outside of a re- 
serve city, you are required to carry 
$750 as a gold reserve against that, but 
when he comes the next day with hits 
check and takes $3,000 your reserve 
has not changed at all, because you have 
the same thing to guard against in de- 
posit as you had before. The only dif- 
ference jig that one passes from hand 
to hand with a guarantee or redemp- 
tion fung in the hands of the govern- 
ment, while the other is in the form 
of a check that takes an endorsement 
on the back to get the money. But 
there is absolutely no difference, If 
he goes down in Kentucky and buys

This currency commission at the 
start had the idea that we should have 
a five per cent redemption fund, rather 
than wait to create it. We thought the 
taxes over and above expenses would 
produce that money and then the comp- 
troller was authorized to pay back (t0 
the ‘bank that paid the five per cent 
redemption fund so much as Wa¥ paid 
from year to year by this operation of 
the currency. It might be One or one 
and a half per cent, out nevertheless, 
{it was to reduce this five per cent that 
was put up, and at the same time 10 
create a five per cent fund which was 
made out of the tax, not out of the 
assets of the bank.

Canada Levied No Tax on Currency. 

Now, tax is three per cent. Jt 
makes yo difference what the tax is 
that is placed on this currency. It will 
retire itself. Take Canada. Canada 
has no tax, and yet the ordinary work- 
ings of trade and commerce retites that 
currency Wittout any tax whatever upon 

We knew it would be difficult in 

this family of states to get a propo- 
sition agreeq on without a tax, and 
therefore the commission, fixed two and 
a half per cent, ‘but there was such a 
remonetrance from the west against 
that low rate of interest that the bank- 
ing and currency committee of con- 
gress agreed to fix it at three. 
Now, as to the profits to the bans 
from the issue of this currency. They 
are not going to be any thing like what 
some bankers and the public think they 
would pe. In fact I do not think they 
can be used to any great extent as 
profitmakers for the bank. You send 
your balances to New York. The New 
York banker does not hold your balancs 
as you sent it, but converts it.into gold 
reserve as quickly as possible, in order | 
to increase his loaning power. New 
York does not ‘want and does not need 
this credit currency; because they have 
plenty of it themselves; _ they have 
eashier’s checKg and certified checks, 
which ~meet all the requirements of! 
New York city. 

Redemptions Would Be Prompt. 


“But, you say, “Mr. McCord, this! 
would create an enormous profit to the 
interior banks when money rates get 
high in New York, say, 60 per cent, 
100 per cent, and so on.’”’ Do you know 
how long that money could stay out, 
umder those conditions, if you wanted | 
io go into the New York market to, 
take advantage of those high rates of 
interest?

without parallel in the history: of pub.- 
lic finance. This meant the reduction 
by half of the bonds available to secure 
national bank circulation. and a great 
rise in market value of those that 
were left. Four per cents of 1907 
rose from 103-113 in 1880 to 125-130 in 
1886. The Inevitable result was the 
decline: of circulation.” 


Effect of Fluctuations of National 
Debt. i 


It is bad enough to have a kind of 
currency that can decline by more than 
halt in ten years in the face of gTow- 
ing industry and business expansion, 
But the possibility of the opposite 
course of events is fraught with dan- 
éers of a far more serious character. 
Just as the reduction in the public debt 
causes contraction of rne bank circula- 
tion, 80 an increase in debt or changes 
in the national banking laws may cause 
an expansion of the currency almost 
without HMmit. Let us look at the fig | 
ures again. 

I’rom 1890 to 1900 the voluine of bank! 
notes remained comparatively station-— 
ary. Then began a great increasey On 
June 30, 1899, the circulation outstand- 
ing amounted to  $199,258,383. By

mous sum of $597,212,063—an increase 
of $397,853,680, or 200 per cent. In 
other words, the circulation has trebled 
in less than eight years. What is the 
explanation of this tremendous increase 
in so short a time? It is true that 
these have been years of prosperity 
and business expansion, but prosperity 
and business expansion have not been 
the. causes of the increase in circula- 
tion. 

The real cause is to be found in the 
currency act of March !4, 1900. The 
confessed purpose of the amendments 
to the national bank act made at this 
time was to stimulate the issue of 
notes, and this purpose has. been 
abundantly fulfilled. With this end 
in view, provision was made for 
smaller banks by allowing the organ- 
ization of banks with capital of $25.000 
in places of 3,000 inhabitants or less;, 
formerly the limit of eanita’ was | 
$50.000. The same purpose was accom-| 
plished by amending the law so that’ 
banks may recelve notes equal to the’ 


90 per cent of the value, as before. 
Finally. the tax on circulation 
reduced from 1} per cent per annum to 
one-half of ! per cert. provided the 
notes were secured ty the new 2 per 
cent bonds authorized by the same act. 
In these three provisions we have a 
direct Inducement toward increasced 
note issue, the result of which has been 

shown. 


Panamn Canal Bond Te«e«nea, 


We are today on the threshold of an- 


other event which is I!kely to offey an 
equally potent inducement toward bank 
note {[nflation. During the next few 
years large sums of money will very 
probably be borrowed by the govern- 
ment to pay for the construction of the 
panama canal. Already the first bond 
issue for this purpose has been made, 
$30,000,000 2 per cent bonds having 
been issued last.summer, These bonds 
may be used as security for the issue of 
notes on the same favorable terms as 
the consols of 1930. More than half of 
this issue has already been obtained hy 
the national banks and deposited to se- 
eure circulation. If the future bond 
issues are given the same privilere, 
as is. updoubtedly the present Inten-

I am not a pessimist, but | am going 
to show you where there might oe 
some trouble in the way of floating the 
circulation on national government 
bonds. It has no relation to gold, and 
the act of 1900 made it especially ad- 
vantageous to the administartion to 
float a 2 per cent debt against Mr. 
Cleveland’s 4 per cent debt, in which 
he was so much abused. They -did it 
through the banks. They reduced the 
capitalization—let me see—to $25,000. 
They cut the tax half .n two, which 
was all right. Thatlet the issue of the 
currency to 100 cents on the dollar on 
the bonds, which was all right. The 
government had to take care of its own 
bonds at par. But just as that act pass- 
ed, the gradual rise of circulation on 
government bonds from that time up to 
the present time is severeal hundred mill- 
fons. Do you doubt the relation, then” 


When Depression Comes. 


And it takes no prophet to sé€e that 
our gold is {éaving our shores and g0- 
ing to France, Germany and England at 
the rate of $6,000,000 and $7,000,000 a 
month of forty-five days. I am pointing 
out the danger we may encounter later 
on, when industries, enterprises and 
prosperity that prevail at the present 
time will decline. 

But the great troube] is the lack of 
a fixed coin. If you have a decline in 
values, you may expect a troublesome 
time: for cheap money, does not bear a 
relation to gold. And when our gold 
goes abroad no banker is forced to bring 
it back. Under previous conditions the 
bankers were forced to wring it back 
to maintain the gold reserve against 
other loans. 

I think I have demonstrated to you 
that it is absolutely impossible to inflate 
this credit currency, and that. we are 
haying an inflation of national. bank 
notes today. That inflation is all rig-- 
so Jong as the prosperity of the country 
continues to need all that money=-= 
$600,000,000 of notes outstanding. And 
I am not a pessimist. I am not looking 
for an immediate cloud in the near fu- 
ture that > . burst forth and destroy 
the whole financial syestem, I am looK- 
ing on the broad side of life. I beheve 
that we have just seen the dawn of an 
era of prosperity that will redound to 
our good for generations to come, But 
it is our duty as bankers to be the 
watchers on the tower, and to see that 
the currency plan is corrected so that it 
meets the needs of trade and commerce 
so that it cannot become inflated or 
contracted beyond the needs of trade 
and commerce in this country. When 
vou do that you have pertormed your 
mission. 

Effect Upon Interest Rates. 


Now, as to the effect wpon frate of 
interest. You say, ‘‘Well, all this will 
stop the payment of interest on certifi- 
cates of deposit, and that will cause a 
great deal of money to He idle with men 
who do not carry regular bank ac- 
counts.'’ I deny that, because the {dle 
»money in your community you are will- 
ing to pay 3 per cent for, because’ you 
can use it at 6 per cent. It dges not 
increase your liability except ag it in- 
creases your deposits. You are willing 
to pay 3 per cent gn that; you Know in 
whose possession it is, and it is not 
knocking at your door next morning. 
You are willing to loan.it out because 
you know that at a certain time that 
man may need it. You will pay the 4n- 
terest on your certificates, just as you 
do today. This currency meets the need 
just at the_right time, and when the re- 
dundancy sets in, and the speculation 
sets in in New York, instead of being 
sent there to get interest on your Dat- 
ance, it is not redeemed, but retired 
out of circulation. The circulation is 
reduced at the right time, when You 
don’t need it, and reduced at a time to 
prevent the speculation that foes on in 
this country. 


Importance of Currency 


gentlemen, this currency ques- 
tion is third in importance in the work 
of the woridefirst in importance come 
the agricultural and mining interests. 
Look at the improvement in the ma- 
chinery that is being used for the de- 
velopment of this country. Look at the 
improved machinery used in agriculture, 
Next in importance is the transporta- 
tion of the country. [ook at the enor- 
moug demands for improved .machinery 
and appliances for the’safety of human 
life and property.

If we can sé@e 
and know the importance of this sub- 
ject as it is, as ] See it and as others 
of these men have seen it, we will have 
the proper legislation, if you have to 
make vour congressmen stav at home. 
They will give it to you, and give it to 
you right.

orinted report of what was seid on that 
occasion verbatim. The majority of the 
members of the committee recommendéd 
that the bH!] do pass. They threw down 
their own proposition, and took up t®= 
proposition of the American S#ankers’ 
Association, only changing ‘it in one 
particular, and that in referencé to the 
rate of interest. They felt that the 
western people would object to our pay- 
ing 2 1-2 per cent, while they were pay- 
ing for loans then 8 and I0 per cent. 
But I made this statement, that it 
doesn’t make any difference how much 
tax you put upon credit currency, 
whether any tax at al] or not, that 
under this plan of issue, under the 
safeguard the government puts around 
it, that that currency would redeem 
itself. You could not ‘keep it out; you 
could not be in debt when the public 
don’t want your debt. 

In closing our remarks before tho 
committee on thanking and currency I 
was joined by Mr. Wexler, of New Or- 
leans, the only southern member of the 
committee besides myself. Mr. Wex- 
ler said: 

“The only thing I want to say ig this: 
I think we have covered everything per- 
taining to the proposed measure, and I 
think it would be taking up your,time 
uselessly to say anything further, but 
I want to say this, that I do not think 
this measure should be regarded in any 
eonse of the word as having any par- 
tisan side whatever. In other words, it 
Should not be regarded as democratic. 
republican, populistic or socialistic. It 
should be regarded as a measure for the 
general good of all the people of the 
United States, ag a measure tending to 
give us stable and satisfactory rates 
of interest for money, and as placing at 
the disposal of every legitimate enter- 
prise a sufficient amount of money to 
carry that enterprise on under any and 
all conditions at reasonable rates’ of 
interest. 


No Partizan Politics in Questien. 
“If there are in 
banking and currency, as I suppose 
there are, some members who are demo- 


cratic, as I am, and some memberg who 


are republican, as I am not, I want to 
Say that:I hope there will be no lobby- 
ing, no caucasing on the part of any 
particular party for or against . this 
measure. And I want to say particular- 
ly to our democratic members,- and e¢s- 
pecially those from the south, and com- 
ing from that section I feel that I can 
take that liberty with them withou: 
hurting their feelings at all, that south- 
ern senators and congressmen haves 
been very frequently ctiricized, not only 
in the south put in the north ag well, 
as ‘being often opposed to anything that 
the majority is in favor of. Now, I 
do not know that this exists to the ex- 
tent to which it fs stated to exist.

“But a question that is as important 
4g this, that has within it the power ‘to 
prevent emergencies, which will prevent 
the drawing of money away from the 
banks and hiding of it in mattresses 
and pockets, a measure that will result 
eventually in giving us the necessary 
grease for our wheelg of commerce, is 
of such very great importance that, 
®ven though you will have to go back 
home and explain, and though some ‘of 
your constitutents will criticize you for 
the first month or two, until. they have 
understood, I hope you will make un 
your minds to go back home and stand 
up for it openly, for a measure that 
you are sure is for the general: good:

MeOOCr ron IN COLLEGE: 
HAS IT PROVED A FAILURE? 


Cambridge, Mass., November 16.—(Spe- 
cial.—Are we Americans going back 
on coeducation. 

More than 15,000,000 children are be- 
ing coeducated in public schools, and 
the enumerators at the time of the last 
national census, found that nearly 72 
per cent of American college students 
were in coeducational institutions. 
Oberlin college opened its doors to 
both men and women as far back as 
and throughout the length and 
breadth of the country practically all

Yet the two-sex plan has been pretty 
frequently under attack recently. Some 
things the late President Harper of 
Chicago university had, to say about 
it are well remembered.

The question of what to do with am- 
bitious young women séeking the same 
advantages as their brothers and cous- 
ins has been met in Cambridge by what 
is Kn GaP Ts, as the Radcliffe plan, and 
the womah’s college affiliated with © 
Harvard hap flourished since the days 
when it was the “Harvard Annex;” 
‘though the attitude of the men stu-, 
dents at the oldest of\ American insti- 
tutions of higher education has always 
been like that of a freshman who 
when his father asked him what were 
the sights of Cambridge, replied, “The 
Randchiffe girls.” Whether, however, 
the broad problem has been solved 
anywhere is still regarded by practical 
educators as doubtful. 

There was consequently a ripple of 
interest last month when President F. 
W. Hamilton of Tufts college, one of 
the larger educational 
the greater 
declaration that the college of liberal 
arts is likely in the near future to: 
contain only women unless some 
scheme for separate colleges can be 
devised. The girls drive young fellows | 
away. Women students began to be 
admitted to Tufts fifteen years ago. 
They compose nearly 60 per cent of | 
this year’s entering class fn the college 
of liberal arts. President Hamilton, 
without attacking the higher education 
of women in which he thoroughly be- 
lieves, argues against coeducation as 
applied to the eastern institution of 
which he is the head. 

A more personal line of attinehs ap- 
pears in a novel, “The Road to Damas- 
cus.” written by Mrs. H. A. Mitchel] 
Keays. a resident now of Cambridge, 
but until recently of the university 
center of one of the western states. 
Mrs. Keays. one of whose earlier sto- 
ries handied the divorce question with 
that utter frankness that the women 
novelists of today affect. has in this 
latest book taken advantage of an in- 
teresting study of the old antithesis 
of heredity as against environment to 
have something so say incidentally re- 
garding the social side of life in the 
colleges where both sexes meet daily 
in class rooms and elsewhere. Her 
i novel is not distinctly a college story. 
| It deals with the larger aspects of life 
'as lived by men and women in a city 
| of the middle west. Some of its chap- 
ters, however, give point to the words 
of a member of the medical faculty 
of Syracuse University to the effect 
that other problems arising out of co- 
education, however serious they may 
be, are nevertheless “a minor matter 
compared with the lasting power to 
harm that exists in’ student love and 
marriage. It attacks the credulity of 
one not born under the influence of 
American customs to be told that these 
‘colleges deliberately foster student 
marriages, which must also imply 
(student love. In one western college 
a day is deliberately set apart during 
commencement week for the announce- 
ment of engagements between the 
| students.” 

Some such situation as this appears 
to exist at ‘“Vaverly University,’ the 
institution at which some of the ac- 
tion in Mrs. Keay’s book centers. Just 
which of the leading state universities 
of the west is intended has already be- 
‘come something of a speculation 
among eastern readers of the book; 
although a reference to a two-to-noth- 
ing football game played between Wa- 
'verley and the University of Chicago 
might seem to give a clew. 

A woman newly married to a well- 
to-do lawyer in a western city which 
could be Detroit or Minneapollis or 
| Milwaukee or Kansas City or any oth- 
er place in the half million class, re- 
ceived into her home during her hus- 
band’s absence in Europe, his Iillegiti- 
mate son of whose existence he had 
/never been informed. Her action was 
put to her as a duty which she felt 
she could not evade. Fearing to de- 
stroy the illusion of married happiness, 
she was unwilling to disclose’ the 
‘adopted boy's identity to his father, 
who, with unconcealed disgust, allow- 
‘ed her to bring up a foundling with 
the same care that was lavished upon 
their own child. The qualities that 

made the husband likable were pecu- 
liarly inherited by his eldest son while 
through one of the freaks of heredity 
they were notably absent from the 
legitimate child. The temperamentai 
weakness of the father which had led 
to wild escapades during his student 
days was also passed on to the son, 
'though this the adopted mother sup- 
pasts- she had safely eradicated as the 
lad grew toward manhood intelligent, 
lovable and entirely subject to her 
good influence. 

The influence continued in 
days of the boy’s stay at 
university at Waverley, but 
the enervating atmosphere 
place.

The story, of course, moves rapidly 
‘through the events of a college course. 
'It introduces a professor of philosophy 
whose contempt for coeducation is ex- 
ceeded only by the brutality of his ex- 
pressed views regaraing women and 
| whose power, large over all young men, 
‘can hardly be anything but disastrous 

'to a highly sensitive and emotiona! 
/ nature like Jack Homfrey’s. Then there 
is a demure maiden, daughter of a Pres- 
|byterian minister, and with a tempera- 
'ment to cause among men troubles of 
the sort that have been frequent in the 
| history of the race since Helen of 
Troy fan away with Paris. It was said 
of her ungallantly but truthfully, 
“Betty’s here for business, though she 
has brains enough to pick up an edu- 
cation as an aside.” Her outlook upon 
life, in other words, is not exactly 
academic. In fact, “Betty Carter could 
have told the sage innocents, who un- 
dertook to operate a university on a 
kindergarten system, a few truths in 
regard to the nature of the babes in 
its care which would have shocked 
them immeasurably. The dean of 
Waverley also could have added mate- 
rially to her evidence, but he remained 
noncommital behind his invariable 
smile. For if the people of the state 
prererred coeducation on this wide- 
open plan for their sons and daughters 
—so be it. When a girl rashly shot 
herself—well, a certain number of giris 
must shoot themselves annually, in 
deference to statistica1 demands.” 

Although the book is on the whole 
free from moralizing, the story being 
left to point its own moral, Mrs. 
Keays does not resist the opportunity 
to present her point of view regarding 
umiversity coeducation in ea succinct 
paragraph: 

“For of such was the freedom ac- 
corded to coeducated man and maid at 
Weverly. To insinuate that danger 
might inhere in such latitude of pro- 
pinquity would have been regarded as 
casting a slur upon the morals of Ameri- 
can youth, and as a deplorable indioa- 
tion of trans-Atlantic looseness of 
character. The tmportunity of sex 
might operate dangerously among peo- 
ples bound to be born with uncertain 
virtue; it was otherwise fn a land wuere 
boys and girls were brought up upon 
those respectable idealS which ignored 
the possibility in themselves of what 
should decently be classed as abnormai 
tendencies.’’ 

The story moves towards its climax 
and the college boy emerging from ex- . 
periences that led to utter mental col-. 
lapse is obliged to answer to his adopt- | 
ing mother’s anxious question, “Jack, | 
have you been a good boy?’  truth- 
fully, “No, lady. I have not been a 
good boy.” How the father was finally 
told the story of the sacrifice and the 
coeducated boy goes out into life ftur- 
ther along at least in moral develop- 
ment, despite his experience at Waver- 
ly, than his sire had been at the same 
age—that is apart from the question 
of coeducation. What prominent edy- 
cators who have read the book remark 
as significant is that one of the most 
promising of all our m@omen novelists 
who has lived in a university town in 
the middle west and absorved its at- 
mosphere, chaperoning just such gather- 
ings of young people as that at the 
‘“‘Waverly’’ Club house where Betty Car- 
ter is first introduced to current litera- 
ture, should have gained such views 
as she has regarding the effect of co- 
education. Mrs. Keays, w now has 
sons in Harvard, to wnom “The Road 
to Damascus” jis dedicated, does not 
believe in segregated women’s colleges, 
which she believes to be almost as ob- 
jectionable as the coeducation institu- 
tions. She is now quietly studying the 
results of the plan of separate men’s 
and women’s colleges attached to the 
same university -as prevailing at Har- 
vard, Brown, Columbia and some other 
institutions. 

This is the plan which President 
Hamilton appears to regard as inevita- 
ble for Tufts if the collegiate depart- 
ment of that institution Is not to lose 
all its men students. He does not re- 
fer to the alternative plan of Hmiting 
' the number of young women, as at one 
Californinian university where not more 
than 500 will be admitted, or at a New 
England university which has provided 
that it may take girls up to twenty per 
cent of its total enrollment.

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Prison Labor. 

In the matter of prison labor Mrs. 
Foster stated that it is in a disordered 
condition. 

“Some states permit contract labor; 
others forbid it. The United States for- 
bids it for its convicts. Some limit the 
output sold on the open market to a, 
certain per cent of the whole amount 
made. That which is not thus offered is 
supplied for the needs of furniture, etc., 
of state institutions. In some states at! 
some times prison labor has_ been | 
wholly prohibited by laws supposedly | 
enacted at the dictation of organized 
labor. Men {in certain prisons thus idle , 
have begged for work, and gone crazy 
hecause they were not given It. This 
confusion of theories about so-calléd | 
labor interests, and the interests of the | 
eriminal. who is also a human being, 
and the rimht of the ordinary taxpayer 
not wholly helpful in the study of 
penology. It emphasizes the pronriety |

“Has your observation been that the 
federal women prisoners where you 
have seen them have been treated as 
thev should be treated?”

“I might give some amusing incidents 
of jealousv between the women pris- 
oners of the state and the women ovris- 
under federal law. At Mounds-

$200,000 BLAZE 
AT BAY ST. LOUIS 


St. Joseph’s Convent, Catholic 
Church, Theater and Other 
Buildings Burn. 


Bay St. Louis, Miss., November 16.— 
Fire which started here shortly before 
5 o'clock this morning, was swept by @ 
high gulf wind through the town, burr- 
ing to the ground everything in its 
path and causing a damage of about 
$200,000. 

St. Joseph’s convent, one of the most 
famous institutions of its Kind in this 
section of the south, was totally de- 
stroyed, and the Catholic church and 
priest’s house were also burned.

“The population passes !,500,000 souls, 
and can be divided into five classes, as 
follows: First comes the legitimate 
Cuban. who {s a direct descendant of 
the old. Castilian and French nobility, 
who does not mix in ‘trade’ or com- 
merce of any description, outside of rais- 
ing cattle or planting sugar cane OF 
tobacco, the younger sons being edu- 
eated for doctors, lawyers, dentists, en- 
gineers, etc. 

“This class constitutes about !I5 per 
cent of the entire population, very 
pure blooded and conservative, holding 
themselves aloof from, or above, the 
other inhabitants, but being extremely 
friendly with Americans, as a great 
many are educated in our colleges and: 
spend much time in the United States 
This class owns more than half of the 
lands of Cuba, and {fs therefore anx- 
tous for American capital and American 
settlers. 

‘Second, comes the later-day Span- 
iard. who still holds to his Spanish cit- 
izenship, and who’ !{s strictly a trades- 
man or merchant. This class handles 
the entire commerce of Cuba, and repre- 
sents some 20 per cent of the popula 
tion. 

‘*Third comes the ‘Guajiro’ or country- 
who !{s a descendant of the old 
Spanish foot soldier, mixed with the na- 
tive Cuban Indian, something like the 
(Aztec-Spanish). This ts the 
small country farmer, the inhabitant 
the cowboy in the country and the bet- 
ter class of laborer in the town<—repre- 
senting some 20 per cent of the popula 
tion.

“These two last named classes were 
Slaves until 1880 and still occupy about 
the same positions as before they were 
freed, with the exception of the poli- 
tician, who naturally considers himself 
the equal of any one. 

“The thousands of Americans who 
visit Cuba every winter are always sur- 
prised to find that we have real white, 
pure-blooded people in Cuba who own 
and control the island, just the same 
as our white people of the south do— 
in fact, more so, for here in Georgia 
we must have a great many laws to 
keep the negro separate, while in Cuba, 
outside of politics, you seldom see a 
negro associating with the whites and 
never with their old masters, the first 
class I told you about. 

“They have their clubs, restaurants, 
etc., the same as here, and very seldom 
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do they even try ‘to mix with the 
whites, as they know they are not wel- 
come, and the Cuban negro has more

Des Moines, Iowa, July 16.—A swarm 
ef mosquitoes, millions in number, liter- 
ally stalled a Minneapolis and St. Louts 
railroad train at Badgely last night. For 
two hours the heavil? loaded train was 
tied up by its fight with the pests, and 
the 120 passengers were almost crazed 

before they escaped. 

The attack was made early in the eve- 
ning, just ag the No. 2 southbound pas- 
eenger started to pull out of Badgeoly. 
Because of the hot weather the windows 
in the passenger coaches had been lef’ 
open and the mosquitoes, driven from 
the marshes by the rain, swarmed 
through the windows, attacked the pas- 
sengers. For a while the passengers at- 
tempted to fight the pests with handker- 
chiefs and hands, but as they increased 
tn number the conductor was finally ap- 

ed to and stopped the train. For two 
the train was sta!led. and the pas- 
kengers driven from the coaches, built 
fires along the right of way, making a 
dense smudge, which was then carried 
fnto the coaches and the mosquitoes 
Gnally driven out.

When a student of music has in him- 
aelf the intelligence, the talent, the ap- 
plication to make of himself a musician 
(and all of these qualities are as nec- 
essary as any one of them) he will find 
no great difficulty in discovering at 
home a teacher to direct in the right 
line his musical development. He need 
not go abroad, he need not worry even 
about getting to New York, unless he 
is already so sure of his foundation and 
the main superstructure that the 
finish of concert musicianship or vir- 
tuosity are imminent. 

And thig is no aidvertisement of any 
particular Atlanta teacher, but, rather, 
a plea for a hearing of those true mu- 
sicians in Atlanta to whom the idea of 
cheap advertisement and the vulgar 
methods of soliciting are as repulsive 
as they are to the members of the 
medical profession. 

‘For, in the majority, however, are 
those teachers who are constantly 
thrusting at a long suffering public pu- 
pils who are not even grounded in the 
first principles of music, to whom ‘“‘fin- 
ish” means probably playing a Chopin 
nocturne through “without the notes,” 
or singing an Italian aria without leav- 
ing out any of the notes. Sometimes 
the teachers know better. Sometimes 
they act as if they didn’t, but in either 
case they put forward their pupil with 
a string of personal recommendations 
that makes you wonder why the pupil 
is wasting time in the unappreciative 
atmosphere of Atlanta, when New York, 
Berlin, Vienna, and Paris are waiting 
for her. That is, you wonder untu you 
hear her sing or play, as the case 
may be.

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EDUCATIONAL AND MEMORIAL WORK 
AHEAD OF GEORGIA DIVISION U. D. C.

At the recent convention ‘in Augusta, 
one of the most interesting papers pre- 
sented was that of Mrs. Walter Lamar, 
of Macon, on the historical evening ar- 
ranged by Miss Rutherford, 

After Seferring to the duty of southern 
women in promoting in various ways 
an intelligent dissemination, a compul- 
sory inoculation of true history, of the 
observance of various dates sacred to 
our people, of maintaining scholarships, 


etc., Mrs. Lamar spoke of the duty of” 


erecting monuments to the confederate 
dead, especially upon great battlefields 
where the graves of union soldiers are 
signally markea, and ovarticularly «uid 
she bring before the division the im- 
portance of a monument to our 10,000 
Soldiers who fell during the two days’ 
fight at Shiloh. 

Her remarks were in part as follows: 

“The work of erecting monuMents to 
soldiers who wore the gray appeals to 
the daughters with especial force, and 
requires energetic effort on their part 
to secure necessary funas. who of us 
has not worked for some of these 
projects? Who of us has not seen oid 
friends grow chill and chiller when you 
acknowledge that you have tickets 
about your person which your hearer 
must buy to help build this or that 
monument? Who has not heard the 
‘man of wrath’ of her household Say, 
‘You must not sell tickets; you haven't 
a friend left now, you are suspected of 
concealed tickets whenever you ap- 
proach a man’? Yet, all this protestins 
daunteth not. Is it not simply his way 
of reminding us that we must not grow 
proud because of the schools we main- 
tain, the monuments we build and otner 
such good things we do? It is a mild 
form of intimidation such as Was ©™m- 
ployed by the butterfly in the ancient 
rabbinical story. 

“King Solomon heard a male Dutterfly 
talking to his mate on the dome of the 
temple: ‘If I were only to stamp my 
foot this whole temple would collapse, 
said he. Solomon, annoyed, called the 
butterfly to him and asked him why he 
had made such a preposterous state 
ment. ‘T only did it to frighten the 
missus,’ replied the trembling butcertly. 
‘Well, don’t do it again,’ said Solomon. 
Back went Sir Butterfly to his wite, 
who was pale with fright at the thought 
that the great king was going to kil 
her mate.

The home itself is one of the pret- 
tlest of the many buildings lending 
charm to Colorado Springs, and every 
year attracts a large number of visi- 
tors. The beauty of home and town 
combined with the healthfulness of that 
part of Colorado, the peace and the 
quiet. have had a restful influence on 
the many invalids sent to the institu- 
tion by. the local unions, and restora- 
tions to health have been numerous, 
even in eases where friends were of 
the opinion thet the sick one was 
destined to pass the rest of life in an 
invalid’s chair or on a bed of pain. 
The city of Colorado Springs, where 
the home is located. is a place 
of some 30,000 inhabitants, situated up- 
on a plateau about 6,000 feet above the 
sea level. . Electric cars will take you 
to the mountains only a few miles 
away. 

The Home Site. 

On a commanding eminence, overlook- 
ing Colorado Springs and the surround- 
ing plains, stand the home buildings. 

The grounds about the home are beau: 
tified by lawns, flowers, shrubs and 
trees, maple and elm alternating In 
front and along the driveway. 

On each side of the driveway, ex- 
tending from the gateway to the main 
huildine—a distance of 6650 feet-—there 
is a strip of lawn twenty-five feet in 
width, which is paralleled by a four- 
foot cement walk. 

Greenhouses furnish ample protection 
for the plants and flowers during in- 
clement weather, and also permit of 
the propagation of new varieties. 


The Main Building. 


This building is of white lava stone, 
with red sandstone trimmings. The 
main edifice is 144 feet long by 44 feet 
wide, with a wing to the rear of the 
north end 20 by 40 feet. Porches ex- 
tend from the wing to the south ena 
of the building on the first and second 
stories, affording @asy access to any 
part of the’ building from the _ rear. 
Each story contains a central hall tue 
entire length of the building, every 
room opening into the main hallway, in 
addition to having outer windows, A 
broad stone astalirway, protected by 
heavy balustrades, leads up to the mas- 
sive archway of the portico.

Hospital Building Added. 

Consumption being one of the dis- 
eases to which printers are especially 
liable, it is not surprising that the rav- 
ages of the disease caused many to 
seek shelter and care at the home. 

The number increased so rapidly that 
a special hospital building was consid- 
ered necessary, indeed, imperative. 
This building was completed and ready 
for occupancy in May, 1898. 

The hospital annex is located just 
south of the main building, covering a! 
space of 50x90 feet, and was originally | 
but two stories in height. The demands} 
for admission to this building having 
Outgrown its capacity, the board of! 
trustees,,at its annual meeting in Sep-! 
tember, 1902, decided to increase the 
number of rooms by adding another 
story. 

On the first floor are located the din- 
ing room, kitchen, reading room, lava- 
tory, coat closets, and ten private 
rooms, The second floor contains the 
nurses’ quarters, with private bath, etc.. 
drug room, lavatory, coat closets and 
fourteen private rooms. The third 
story contains twelve private 
averaging about 9x!0.6 feet in Size; one 
ward large enough for four beds: two 
smaller bedrooms for the use of nurses: 
bath rooms, closets, ete. This floer is 
SO arranged that the north half can be 
completely isolated from the rest of the 
building in case it becomes necessa ry to 
provide for the care of patients sufter- 
ing from ordinary contagious diseases. 
The annex will accommodate about for-, 
ty patients. 

Commodious open porches are pro- 
vided on the three stories, where the 
sick can in summer get the full benefit 
of the sunshine. Large sun porcnes, 
enclosed with glass and opening to the 
east and south, have also been erect: 4 
for use during the winter months. The 
building is heated throughout by steam, 
and the plumbing conveniences are of 
the latest and best pattern. It ‘has 
intercommunicating telephone connec- 
tions on all floors, electric Nght, etc. 

The floors of the entire building are 
of hardwood, oiled. The private rooms 
are furnished with dark green shades. 
white sash curtains, white enameled 
iron bedsteads, hair mattresses, small 
oak dressers, each one also containing 
an easy chair, one plain chair and a 
rug. Each room is provided with an 
electric bell, which is connected with 
an enunciator in the nurses’ apart- 
ments. 

Lawns, flower beds and shade trees 
enhance the surroundings of tne hos- 
pital annex. 


Fine Library at Home. 

Since most printers are great readers, 
the management of the home has been 
busy for several years in securing an 
up-to-date library, and through the 
kindness of friends and contributions 
by members of the International Typo- 
graphical Union, over 3,000 books have 
been collected. 

The main building and the annex will 
accommodate about I150 inmates. Dur- 
ing the year, of 1905 the expenditures 
of the home reached a total of a trifie 
over $60,000.

History of the Home. 

In May, 1857, the first proposition to 
establish a home for invalid, aged or 
infirm printers was made at a meeting 
of the Nationa] Typographical Union in 
New Orleans. The idea did not meet 
with serious consideration. The project 
Was auvanced in 1860, in 1870, and in 
1877, but no action taken. In 1882 the 
idea was seriously considered, but 
finally dropped. 

In 1886, howevet’ George W. Lnolids 
and A. J. Drexel, of The Philadelphia 
Public Ledger, presented the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union with a 
check for $10,000. The convention ac- 
cepted the gift and then recommended 
that for the next five years, on Mr. 
Child's birthday, May 12, each and every 
union compositor east of the Mississip- 
pi should contribute to the fund money 
received for setting 1,000 ems on said 
and that stereotypers, electro- 
typers and pressmen on the same date 
contribute what he earned for one 
hour’s work; and that on the anniver- 
sary of the birthday of Mr. Drexei, 
September iG, like contributions be 
recommended and urged from the mem- 
bers west of the Mississippi. 
in 1889, Louis R. Ehrich, of Colorado 
Springs, offered the union eighty acres 
of land within one mile of Colorado 
Springs, provided the union, within two 
years, started the erection of a home 
to cost not less than $20,000 and to be 
completed within one year. ‘Luis propo- 
sition was accepted. 

At the Denver cenvention the sum of 
$21,689.45 was reported in the hands ot 
the trustees of the fund. The conven- 
tion having made no provision for the 
raising of additional money co erect a 
home, an appeal for voluntary contribu- 
tions, to be applied toward the oulilding 
of the institution, was immediately is- 
sued to the members by Messrs. Plank, 
Halil and McClevey. 

Home Gets Start in Atlanta. 

The appeal was responded to by many 
unions and members, and at the time 
of the meeting of the Atlanta conven- 
tion the contribution amounted to 
$4,199.55, which was turned over to the 
home corporation, the creation of which 
was authorized by the Atlanta session 
in 1890. 

tuls corporation was originally com- 
posed of thirteen members, its object 
being to build and maintain a home for 
union printers. The first membegs of 
the corporation were August Donath, 
James J. Dailey, Frank Pelton, Ed- 
ward T. Plank, Colum Hall, w. 8. 
McClevey, J. G. Woog ard, John D. 
Vaughan, George W. Tgan, Willlam 
Aimison, Amos J. Cummings, Will Lam- 
bert and W. H. Parr. Messrs Donath, 
Dailey and Pelton were to serve as 
trustees for five years; Messrs. Plank, 
Hall and McClevey for four years; J.

His mills were in a great mud- 
walled compound, which contained also 
his garden an@ home.
